SCHOOL BOARD. 


Doi SHE YHAR ENDING FEB. .18, 1911.

Length of all the schools Thiriy-one weeks. No. 
of Teachers employed during the year, Four. 

All of the schccls Lave given very general satis- 
faction. A good degree of interest has been manifest- 
ed and a satisfactory advanc.nent made. 

“Owing to favorable weather conditions the average 
attendance has been good. 

Several scholars haviiz lett towa the School Board 
deemed it advisable to discontinue the school in the low 
er room in the Village school. 

Parents have quite geieraly manifested their inter- 
est by visiting the schools. We respectfully ask the 
Pistrich to raise a sum of money jin addition to that re 
quired by law suificent to enable the School board to 
continue the schools Thirty weeks at least. Tf the schools 
coutinue for a less time than thirty weeks for the vear 
we loose much of the Aid which the State contributes 
for the support of schools.
